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U. N. 
High Tribunal Orders 
Jobs Restoredf Pay Damages 
To II U. S. Citizens Fired 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (A3)— 
A United Nations high tribunal 
ordered the U. N. today to restore 
jobs to four emp loy es and p ay 
damages totaling $122,500 to sev en 
others. All of them American citi­ 
zens, they were fired because they 
refused to answer U. S. gov ern­ 
m ent 
questions 
about 
alleged 
Communist ties. 
The four-m em ber international 
board, highest ap p eals court for 
the U. N. staff, held for an em­ 
p loy e to inv oke the U. S. fifth 
amendment in refusing to answer 
such questions did not v iolate any 
U. N. staff rules. 
But the tribunal up held the fir­ 
ing o f nine others—sev en inv olv ed 
in Communist inquiries and two 
for non-p olitical reasons—because 
they were “tem p orary -indefinite” 
emplo y es whom the U. N. secre­ 
tary general could dismiss if he 
thought such action was in the in­ 
terests o f the international organ­ 
ization. 
Ten of the 11 granted reinstate­ 
ment or damages had so-called 
permanent contracts of emp loy ­ 
ment. 
The 11th emp loy e, Ruth Craw­ 
ford former information officers 
for the U. N. International Chil­ 
dren’s Emergency Fund, had ad­ 
m itted a y ear’s membership in the 
Communist Party , terminating in 
19 36, but was fired by former 
Secretary General Try gv e Lie be­ 
cause she refused to tell the Sen- 
áte Internal Security Subcommit­ 
tee who inv ited her to join the 
p arty in 1935. 
The ap p eal of still another “p er­ 
m anent” emp loy e, Eugene Wal- 
lach, i language serv ices steno- 
ty p ist, was referred back to the 
staff joint ap p eals board for an­ 
other hearing. He had ap p eared 
before a federal grand jury in­ 
v estigating subv ersion. The U. N. 
in announcing his firing said he 
had not giv en a comp lete account 
of former emp loy ment as requir­ 
ed by U. N. regulations. 
Of the 11 emp loy es in whose 
fav or it decided, the tribunal or­ 
dered fo ur reinstate in their jobs, 
mo ney damages of $7 ,000 to $40,- 
000 to six others who do not want 
to go back to work for the 
U. N., 
and $10,000 damages and salary 
until her p ension begins in 1955 
to J ane Reed, 5 8 -y ear-old libraiy 
staff . irker.

100,000 Participate 
In American Legion' s 


St. Louis Parade 


ST. LOUIS (/P) — G litter and 
glory —the like of which St. Louis 
nev er before had seen — surged 
through downtown streets today in 
the American Legion’s p arade of 
100,000' p arlAip aiifs. 
For many legionnaires it was 
the big day of their 35th national 
conv ention in which m ajor battles 
are shap ing up ov er p rop osed air 
force budget cuts and this nar 
tion’s p articip ation in the United 
Nations. 
A hot sun beat down as the 
p arade began. The tem p erature 
was near 9 0 and ex p ected to p ress 
to 100 by mid-afternoon. That 
caused many of the older legion­ 
naires, v eterans of World War I, 
to ride instead of march. 
Aid Stations Set Up 
First aid stations were set up 
along the two-mile route which 
legion officials estimated would be 
p acked with p araders for 10 hours. 
A hosp ital on wheels, staffed by 
six p hy sicians and eight nurses, 
scuttled back and forth along the 
route to care for ailing m archers 
and sp eetators. 
Thousands of sp ectators—many 
of them had come from nearby 
towns — jammed the curbings. 
Venders did a rush business on 
soft drinks, cotton candy and lit­ 
tle Jap anese p arasols, used as sun 
shades. 
The marchers got away at 9 
a.m. (CST) amid the ex p losion of 
38 aerial bombs which made down 
town St. Louis sound like no m an’s 
land. 
Sp ectators hung on building cor­ 
nices. They bought p each baskets 
for seats. Some merchants threw 
up wooden guards in front of their 
business to p rotect their p late 
glass fronts from the swarming 
crowd. 
Legion officials estimated there 
were at least 200,000 on hand for 
the op ening of the p arade. They 
ex p ected 500,000 before the day 
was ov er. 
Bands and drum and bugle corp s 
—some 300 of them—set a stirring 
temp o for the marchers. Some 
were sagging from two day s and 
nights of imp romp tu tootling in 
streets and hotel lobbies. 
Biggest Since 19 3 5 
But they kep t coming wav e 
after wav e. It was the biggest p a­ 
rade here since the legion’s last 
national conv ention in St. Louis 
in 1935. The p arade p assed within 
half a block of where the legion 
was born in 1919. 
Georgia led the p arade of stat­ 
es. Gov . Herman Talmade was at 
the head of his state’s p rocession. 
Other gov ernors in the p arade in­ 
cluded John Fine of Pennsy lv an­ 
ia, George Craig of Indiana and 
Frank Lausche of Ohio. 
The grand marshal of the p a­ 
rade, Stev e Kriwanek of St. Louis, 
used 30 am ateur radio op erators 
with radio-equip p ed cars to help 
him keep the p rocession mov ing 
I smoothly . 
Put aside for the day were the 
ex p ected floor fights ov er the air 
force budget cuts and the United 
States’ p osition toward the U. N.

Already rum ors are going on cot­ 
ton p icking p rices. Some rep orts 
indicate that $5.00 p er hundred is 
being p aid; but in most cases $2.50 
to $3.00 is actually being p aid. 
Cotton is certainly op ening fast 
these day s. I hav e seen sev eral 
fields already p icked once that are 
ready to be p icked again. 
Loan p rices for cotton this y ear 
at Sikeston, Lilbourn, Gideon, Mal­ 
den and Charleston comp resses for 
middling 15-16 is $32.69. For mid­ 
dling 1 l-32“add 110 p oints; for 
1 1-16 inch add 145 p oints, or this 
would mean $34.14 for middling 
with a stap le length of 1 1-16 inch. 
This isn’t a bad p rice and farmers 
can make some p rofit if cotton 
p icking costs stay reasonable, and 
the y ields is better than it now ap ­ 
p ears it will be. I hav e guessed 
the county to make 325 p ounds of 
lint p er acre. Sev eral hav e told me 
that this is a way high, but when 
I estimated 325 p ounds of lint I 
ex p ected it to rain some during 
August. 
Sev eral farm ers scattered ov er 
the county are sp ray ing beans for 
bean leaf beetles and clov erworms. 
Cotton insects are still low. I did 
find a few boll weev ils in a field 
west of Gideon last Thursday , but 
there were not near enough to 
sp ray for. 
Ev ery where y ou go, irrigation is 
the main talk among farmers. If 
nex t Sp ring starts off dry . I imagine 
we’ll see many farmers using ir- 
rigiation. We hop e to giv e y ou 
some rep orts of farmers using ir­ 
rigation this y ear at our Soils and 
Crop s day or may be at a sp ecial 
irrigation meeting. 
W. B. Andrews, agronomist of 
the Univ ersity of Mississip p i, and 
one of the leading backers of anhy ­ 
drous, say s. “A careful analy sis 
of data leads to the conclusion that 
anhy drous ammonia, as well as 
other forms of nitrogen, should be 
ap p lied as close to the time it will 
be used by p lants as is p ractical.” 
Mississip p i ex p eriment show Sp ring 
ap p lication of anhy drous is better 
than Fall ap p lication.

Attention: Mr. Charley Blanton: 
Here we are in the “G reat, 
Northwest”. Only fifty-three hours 
'from St. Louis by train, but what 
a difference in the terrain of the 
cduntry. We were met in Seattle 
by our daughter and her husband, 
Joe and Joyce Rutallie, and were 
taken to dinner at Iver’s Acres of 
Clams, a restaurant specializing in 
sea food and known throughout 
the 
country. 
From 
Iver’s 
we 
boarded the ferry for Bremerton, 
wh^ch is an hour ride. These fer­ 
ries which run from Seattle to 
Bremerton 
are 
considered 
the 
fastest and most streamlined fer­ 
ries in the world and are owned 
by the state. As it was night, the 
lights of Seattle, reflected double 
on the waters of Puget Sound, 
made it seem that we were view­ 
ing a giant Christmas display. It 
is a twenty-mile ride and every 
mile was one of beauty. Puget 
Sound is a huge body of water 
that abounds in salmon, both silver 
' and king, sea-run trout, cut-throat, 
hook-nose, flounders, sea bass, 
ling cod, and many other salt wa­ 
ter fish. All along the waterfront 
are houses with th^ir.b\g picture 
windows and after seeing the view 
that this beautiful body of water 
presents, with the ferries making 
their hourly trips, the giant air­ 
craft carriers, battleships, cruis­ 
ers, freighters, and tugs moving 
up or down the Sound to and from 
the Pacific Ocean, we could well 
understand why homes on the 
waterfront are so popular, with 
their own private beaches. 
We were fortunate in having 
the chance to see the Essex, one of 
our largest aircraft carriers, come 
into Puget Sound Naval Shipyard 
from a trial run. It was an awe­ 
inspiring sight and one that gave 
confidence to all watching it. 
My daughter and her husband’s 
vacation was planned to begin the 
day we got there, so Wednesday 
morning we got up bright and 
early and started for Mt. Rainier. 
This mountain may be seen from 
B r e m e r t o n , Seattle, Tacoma, 
Olympia, and many other cities in 
the northwest section of Washing­ 
ton. It reminded us of a huge dish 
of ice cream, Even in the summer 
the top is covered with snow, and 
as we drove nearer to Rainier 
Park, we were amazed at the 
height of this huge mountain. 
Scientists believe that at one time 
Mt. Rainier was 16,000 feet high 
and that its top was blown off by 
a great explosion in pre-historic 
times. 
Steam 
jets 
and 
warm 
springs testify to inward heat. 
The upper mountain is a broad 
flat area of approximately one 
square mils. The mountain itself 
is 14,408 feet high. 
Throughout, the park are sight­ 
seeing points where one may stop 
the car alongside the highway and 
take pictures of Mt. Rainier, the 
gorges, waterfalls, rivers, and for- 
• ests with trees many hundreds of 
years old. As we had binoculars, 
we could plainly see the many 
glaciers on the mountain. Mt. 
Rainier has the largest number of 
glaciers than any other mountain 
in the American continent. We 
were surprised to see the many 
wild flowers blooming at the base 
and sides of this mountain which 
had snow on its peak. We drove 
up 5500 feet to Paradise Inn, a 
lodge and hotel which accommo­ 
dates the sight-seeing tourists in 
the summer, and the skiers in the 


winter. Near where we parked the 
car was a big strip of snow about 
two feet deep, while across the 
parking 
lot was wild 
flowers 
growing—every color imaginable. 
It was indeed worth the slow drive 
of 18 miles from the entrance of 
the park to the inn at the speed of 
20 miles an hour all the way up, 
to see this mountain and skiing 
resort. 
From Mt. Rainier we continued 
on to Portland, Oregon where we 
spent the night. From Portland we 
drove west to the coast where we 
caught our first glimpse of the 
mighty Pacific, at Seaside, Ore­ 
gon. Many hundreds of people 
were taking advantage of the 
beautiful sunny day by sun bath­ 
ing on the sandy beach and swim­ 
ming in the ocean. At Seaside, we 
viewed many species of live sea 
life in the famous Aquarium, the 
largest privately owned aquarium 
on the Pacific coast. We saw the 
octopus—one very largk one and 
three smaller ones, but the most 
interesting was the sea anemones, 
or sea flowers. The display of 
nearly a thousand specimens of 
over twenty-five varieties of these 
flower-like creatures with their 
pastel colors is considered to be 
the most outstanding in the world. 
Scientists and aquarists disagree 
as to how they acquire their beau­ 
tiful coloring. Another interesting 
thing was the “Wolf Eel,” consid­ 
ered so dangerous that fishermen 
are urged to cut their lines if 
they land one on their hook. 
From Seaside we continued up 
the coast to Astoria, Oregon—the 
first American settlement on the 
Pacific Coast and established in 
1811. Here we caught the ferry to 
cross the mouth of the mighty Co­ 
lumbia River. This was a forty- 
minute ride and made doubly in­ 
teresting because of the many 
small fishing boats returning from 
their days fishing. We drove off 
the ferry onto Washington state 
soil again and drove to Ocean 
Park where we spent the night. 
Ocean Park is on a giant spit 
which protrudes into the ocean, 
with the Pacific ocean on one side 
and Wallapa Bay on the other. 
This spit is only two miles wide at 
its widest point, but has a beach 
28 miles long and from 300 to 1000 
feet wide when the tide is low. It 
is called the longest hard beach in 
the world. It is on this spit of land 
that produces the most cranber­ 
ries on the Pacific Coast. We slept 
in a motel near the beach and 
went to sleep to the sound of the 


surf. We were up at 5 a.m. as there j 
was a low tide. We went down to 
the beach where several hundred 
people were digging for the fa­ 
mous Razor Clam. We also watch­ 
ed some surf fishermen fish. Be­ 
tween 
Ocean 
Park 
and 
Long 
Beach—a twelve mile distance— 
there has been 65 ships wrecked, 
from 1888 to 1938. At Cape Dis­ 
appointment, near Long Beach, 
over 200 men lost their lives in a 
storm, hence the name. There are 
many canneries on this spit for 
oysters, clams, crabs, and fish. In 
1805, Lewis and Clark called this 
spit the end of their trail. 
We left Ocean Park and contin­ 
ued on to Bremerton to rest for 
the week end. Monday found us 
refreshed and ready to tackle oth­ 
er new experiences, so we went for 
the “goeyduck”, a member of the 
clam family and can be dug only 
at extremely low tides. This goey­ 
duck attains the weight of 10 and 
12 pounds, but the ones we dug 
were small, which are better for 
eating. Digging out this goeyduck 
must be done exceedingly fast as 
it is burrowed in the sand and wa­ 
ter seepage is fast. It’s meat is 
ground up and made into patties. 
In only two places in the world 
can this goeyduck be found—in 
the Puget Sound area and Aus­ 
tralia. 
Tuesday we set forth to try our 
luck at salmon fishing. We fished 
at a fishing resort at Bald Point 
on Hood Canal. Sport fishing for 
salt water fish is always done 
from a boat, either by trolling, 
mooching, or spinning. We trolled, 
which is keeping the motor at a 
low speed and letting the line out 
from 50 to 100 feet behind the 
boat. Weights from 1 ounce to 15 
ounces are used. Plugs, spoons, 
and herring are used for bait. We 
had just one strike and lost it— 
which is the usual fisherman’s 
story returning home empty hand­ 
ed! 
Hood Canal is one of the most 
beautiful bodies of water in the 


Northwest. It is a seventy mile 
arm of the sea and the beautiful 
Olympic Mountains can be seen 
from almost every part of the 40 
mile drive along its shore. Oys­ 
ters, clams and crabs may be 
taken from many of its beaches, 
while in its waters are many va­ 
rieties of fish. On one side of the 
highway is the Canal and on the 
other side are the forests of Doug­ 
las fir, spruce and pines. Christ­ 
mas trees are shipped from this 
section of the Northwest to all 
parts of the United States. 
T h u r s d a y we w e r e taken 
through the Puget Sound Naval 
Shipyard. This was a sight never 
to be forgotten. We saw many 
carriers still in mothballs, and saw 
many other ships being converted 
to active service. Seeing these 
giant ships of our navy gave us a 
greater feeling of security. The 
machine shop alone is at least 
three times as large as the shoe 
factory in Sikeston. The ship­ 
yards cover an area of 217 acres 
and is valued at 350 million dol­ 
lars. It has the deepest waters on 
the west coast. 
We have indeed seen many won­ 
derful and interesting things on 
this trip to the Northwest and 
have participated in many new 
and exciting experiences which 
will nevet be forgotten. 
Saturday, the 29th, we depart 
from this beautiful country for 
Sikeston. At no time since we have 
been here have we suffered from 
heat as the temperature has never 
been above 87 during the days, 
and nights around 55 and 50°. 
We have slept under two blankets 
every night, but we will be happy 
to see all our friends again.

This would enable U. S 
exporters and foregin importers, a* 
well as the cotton industry gener 
ally, to make plans for a full 
marketing year. Accordingly, this 
would be the time to announce a 
subsidy for the 1953-54 crop if we 
were going to have one. 
* Since it is our carefully consi 
dered opinion that an export sub 
sidy is not a solution to our cotton 
export problem under present con­ 
dition, I have determined that the 
Department of Agriculture will no! 
institute an export subsidy on cot­ 
ton during the ensuing m arket year 
“I hope that this statement fully 
clarifies the Departm ent’s posit ¡or 
on this m atter and will permit 
sales of cotton for export to be 
made in a normal m anner without 
having uncertainties regarding a 
subsidy hanging over the m arket.”

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State Potrol Going 
All Out to Police 
Through Labor Day 


The State Hignway Patrol is go­ 
ing all out to police Missouri's 
highways 
over the 
Labor Day 
week-end. Colonel Hugh H. Waggo­ 
ner. Superintendent of the Patrol 
said that every effort will be made 
to reduce the tragic highway toll 
from that of last year, when ten 
persons were killed and 168 were 
injured in the rural areas of the 
state during the Labor Day week­ 
end. Last year the Highway Patrol 
investigated 242 accidents in rural 
areas. 
Patrol planes will be flying over 
the congested highways of the state 
to spot traffic violations and direct 
the ground force of patrol cars to 
the offenders. The patrol planes 
will also be used to reroute traffic 
where bottlenecks have 
created 
congestions and hazardous condi­ 
tions. 
Colonel Waggoner said that re­ 
cent studies have shown that there 
are fewer accidents and less viola­ 
tions on highways where the patrol 
planes have been used during holi­ 
day periods. The reductions may 
have come about through better 
enforcement, accredited to the use 
of the planes, or it may be the 
psychological effect on the motor­ 
ist of being watched from the air.

NATIONAL STOCK YARDS. 111. 
Aug. 29 — Live stock prices were 
generally lower for the week under 
increased receipts and a restrict­ 
ed demand, according to the Pro­ 
ducers Live Stock Marketing As­ 
sociation. E|rought conditions in 
many parts of the Corn Belt ac­ 
celerated shipments of lambs and 
the plainer cattle to m arket and 
hot weather over much of the coun­ 


try served to cut meat consump­ 
tion. 
With cattle receipts locally and 
at other markets the largest of the 
year to date, prices declined un­ 
evenly on all except the good to 
prim e steers and heifers which 
showed independent strength. Ar­ 
rivals of cattle locally were ap­ 
proximately 25,000 head with calves 
making up an additional 9,800. 
Excessive supplies of the lower 
grades of steers, heifers and calves 
often had difficulty in clearing. The 
spread in prices was the widest in 
months as prime 825-lb. steers top­ 
ped at $26.75 cwt. and inferior 
grades of cows and heifers sold as 
low as $5. Veal calves broke $2 
to $4 to a closing top of $21, the 
lowest price since October, 1946. 
Reversing the trend of the two 
preceding weeks, hogs broke $1.25 
to $2 on barrows and gilts and 25 
to 75 cents on packing sows. In­ 
creased numbers of new crop hogs 
and a hot-weather break of 11 to 
12 cents a pound in pork loins at 
New York were factors in the de­ 
cline. Values dropped from a Mon­ 
day top of $26.25 to a peak Fri­ 
day of $25.

100.000 Participate 
In American Legion's 
St. Louis Parade 


ST. LOUIS </P) — G litter and 
glory—the like of which St. Louis 
never before had seen — surged 
through downtown streets today in 
the American Legion’s parade of 
100.000 partfcipaiits. 
For many legionnaires it was 
the big day of their 35th national 
convention in which major battles 
are shaping up over proposed air 
force budget cuts and this nar 
tion’s participation in the United 
Nations. 
A hot sun beat down as the 
parade began. The tem perature 
was near 90 and expected to press 
to 
100 by mid-afternoon. That 
caused many of the older legion­ 
naires, veterans of World War I, 
to ride instead of march. 
Aid Stations Set Up 
First aid stations were set up 
along the two-mile route which 
legion officials estimated would be 
packed w'ith paraders for 10 hours. 
A hospital on wheels, staffed by 
six physicians and eight nurses, 
scuttled back and forth along the 
route to care for ailing marchers 
and spectators. 
Thousands of spectators—many 
of them had come from nearby 
tow’ns — jammed the curbings. 
Venders did a rush business on 
soft drinks, cotton candy and lit­ 
tle Japanese parasols, used as sun 
shades. 
The marchers got away at 9 
a.m. (CST) amid the explosion of 
38 aerial bombs which made down 
town St. Louis sound like no man’s 
land. 
Spectators hung on building cor­ 
nices. They bought peach baskets 
for seats. Some merchants threw 
up wooden guards in front of their 
business to protect their plate 
glass fronts from the swarming 
crowd. 
Legion officials estimated there 
were at least 200,000 on hand for 
the opening of the parade. They 
expected 500,000 before the day 
was over. 
Ban dr and drum and bugle corps 
—some 300 of them—set a stirring 
tempo for the marchers. Some 
were sagging from two days and 
nights of impromptu tootling in 
streets and hotel lobbies. 
Biggest Since 1935 
But 
they kept coming wave 
after wave. It was the biggest pa­ 
rade here since the legion’s lust 
national convention in St. Louis 
in 1935. The parade passed within 
half a block of where the legion 
was born in 1919. 
Georgia led the parade of stat­ 
es. Gov. Herman Talmade was .it 
the head of his state’s procession. 
Other governors in the parade in­ 
cluded John Fine of Pennsylvan­ 
ia, George Craig of Indiana and 
Frank Lausche of Ohio. 
The grand marshal of the pa­ 
rade, Steve Kriwanek of St. Louis, 
used 30 am ateur radio operators 
with radio-equipped ears to help 
him keep the procession moving 
smoothly.

This and That

. County Agent 
Already rumors are going on cot­ 
ton picking prices. Some reports 
indicate that $5.00 per hundred is 
being paid; but in most cases $2.50 
to $3.00 is actually being paid. 
Cotton is certainly opening fast 
these days. I have seen several 
fields already picked once that are 
ready to be picked again. 
Loan prices for cotton this year 
at Sikeston, Lilbourn, Gideon, Mal­ 
den and Charleston compresses for 
middling 15-16 is $32.69. For mid­ 
dling 1 l-32“add 110 points; for 
1 116 inch add 145 points, or this 
would mean $34.14 for middling 
with a staple length of 1 1-16 inch. 
This isn’t a bad price and farmers 
can make some profit if cotton 
picking costs stay reasonable, and 
the yields is better than it now ap­ 
pears it will be. I have guessed 
the county to make 325 pounds of 
lint per acre. Several have told me 
that this is a way high, but when 
I estimated 325 pounds of lint I 
expected it to rain some during 
August. 
Several farmers scattered over 
the county are spraying beans for 
bean leaf beetles and cloverworms. 
Cotton insects are still low. I did 
find a few boll weevils in a field 
west of OidtMin last Thursday, but 
there were not near enough to 
spray for. 
Everywhere you go, irrigation is 
the main talk among farmers. If 
next Spring starts off dry. I imagine 
we’ll see many farmers using ir- 
rigiation. We hope to give you 
some reports of farmers using ir­ 
rigation this year at our Soils and 
Crops day or maybe at a special 
irrigation meeting.

UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. (/Pl— 
A United Nations high tribunal 
ordered the U. N. today to restore 
jobs to four employes and pay 
damages totaling $122,500 to seven 
others. All of them American citi­ 
zens, they were tired because they 
refused to answer U. S. govern­ 
ment 
questions 
about 
alleged 
Communist ties. 
The four-member international 
board, highest appeals court for 
the U. N. staff, held for an em­ 
ploye to invoke the U. S. fifth 
amendment in refusing to answer 
such questions did not violate any 
U. N. staff rules. 
But the tribunal upheld the fir­ 
ing of nine others—seven involved 
in Communist inquiries and two j 
for non-political reasons—because 
they were “temporary-indelinite" 
employes whom the U. N. secre­ 
tary general could dismiss ii he 
thought such action was in the in- j 
terests of the international organ­ 
ization. 
Ten of the ll granted reinstate­ 
ment or damages had so-called 
permanent contracts of employ­ 
ment. 
The lith employe, Ruth Craw'- 
ford former information officers 
for the U. N. International Chil­ 
dren’s Emergency Fund, had ad­ 
mitted a year’s membership in the 
Communist Party, terminating in 
1936, but was fired by former 
Secretary General Trygve Lie be­ 
cause she refused to tell the Sen­ 
ate Internal Security Subcommit­ 
tee who invited her to join the 
party in 1935. 
Thr appeal of still another “per­ 
m anent'’ employe, Eugene Wal- 
lach, a language services steno- 
typist, was referred back to the 
staff joint appeals board for an­ 
other hearing.

LOUIS </P> — G litter and 
glory—the like of which St. Louis 
never before had seen — surged 
through downtown streets today in 
the American Legion’s parade of 
IOO,(IOO pMltftlpHlit.v 
For many legionnaires it was 
the big day of their 35th national 
convention in which m ajor battles 
are shaping up over proposed air 
force budget cuts and this na­ 
tion's participation in the United 
Nations. 
A hot sun beat down as the 
parade began. The tem perature 
was near 90 and expected to press 
to IOO by mid-afternoon. That 
caused many of the older legion­ 
naires, veterans of World War I, 
to ride instead of march. 
Aid Stations Set Up 
First aid stations were set up 
along the two-mile route which 
legion officials estimated would be 
packed with paraders for IO hours. 
A hospital on wheels, staffed by 
six physicians and eight nurses, 
scuttled back and forth along the 
route to care for ailing marchers 
and speetators. 
Thousands of spectators—many 
of them had come from nearby 
towns — jammed the curbings.

The marchers got away at 9 
arn. (CST) amid the explosion of 
38 aerial bombs which made down 
town St. Louis sound like no man's 
land.

Already rumors are going on cot­ 
ton picking prices. Some reports 
indicate that $5.00 per hundred is 
being paid; but in most cases $2.50 
to $3.00 is actually being paid. 
Cotton is certainly opening fast 
these days. I have seen several 
fields already picked once that are 
ready to be picked again. 
Loan prices for cotton this year 
at Sikeston, Lilbourn. Gideon, Mal­ 
den and Charleston compresses for 
middling 15-16 is $32.69. For mid­ 
dling I 1-32’‘add 110 points; for 
I I-16 inch add 145 points, or this 
would mean $34.14 for middling 
with a staple length of I 1-16 inch. 
This isn’t a bad price and farmers 
can make some profit if cotton 
picking costs stay reasonable, and 
the yields is better than it now ap­ 
pears it will be. I have guessed 
the county to make 325 pounds of 
lint per acre. Several have told me 
that this is a way high, but when 
I estimated 325 pounds of lint I 
expected it to rain some during 
August. 
Several farmers scattered over 
the county are spraying beans for 
bean leaf beetles and cloverworms. 
Cotton insects are still low. I did 
find a few boll weevils in a field 
west of Gideon last Thursday, but 
there were not near enough to 
spray for. 
Everywhere you go. irrigation is 
the main talk among farmers. If 
next Spring starts off dry. I imagine 
we’ll see many farmers using ir- 
rigiation, We hope to give you 
some reports of farmers using ir­ 
rigation this year at our Soils and 
Crops day or maybe at a special 
irrigation meeting.

Attention: Mr. Charley Blanton: 
Here we are in the “Great 
Northwest”. Only fifty-three hours 
'from St. Louis by train, but what 
a difference in the terrain of the 
country. We were met in Seattle 
by our daughter and her husband, 
Joe and Joyce Rutallie, and were 
taken to dinner at Iver’s Acres of 
Clams, a restaurant specializing in 
sea food and known throughout 
the 
country. 
From 
Iver’s 
we 
boarded the ferry for Bremerton, 
which is an hour ride. These fer 
ries which run from Seattle to 
Bremerton 
are 
considered 
the 
fastest and most streamlined fer­ 
ries in the world and are owned 
by the state. As it was night, the 
lights of Seattle, reflected double 
on the waters of Puget Sound, 
made it seem that we were view­ 
ing a giant Christmas display. It 
is a twenty-m ile ride and every 
mile was one of beauty. Puget 
Sound is a huge body of water 
that abounds in salmon, both silver 
and king, sea-run trout, cut-throat, 
hook-nose, 
flounders, sea bass, 
ling cod, and many other salt wa­ 
ter fish. All along the waterfront 
are houses with th^ir.big picture 
windows and after seeing the view 
that this beautiful body of water 
presents, with the ferries making 
their hourly trips, the giant air­ 
craft carriers, battleships, cruis­ 
ers, freighters, and tugs moving 
up or down the Sound to and from 
the Pacific Ocean, we could well 
understand why homes on the 
waterfront are so popular, with 
their own private beaches. 
We were fortunate in having 
the chance to see the Essex, one of 
our largest aircraft carriers, come 
into Puget Sound Naval Shipyard 
from a trial run. It was an awe­ 
inspiring sight and one that gave 
confidence to all watching it. 
My daughter and her husband’s 
vacation was planned to begin the 
day we got there, so Wednesday 
morning we got up bright and 
early and started for Mt. Rainier. 
This mountain may be seen from 
B r e m e r t o n , Seattle, Tacoma, 
Olympia, and many other cities in 
the northwest section of Washing­ 
ton. It reminded us of a huge dish 
of ice cream, Even in the summer 
the top is covered with snow, and 
as we drove nearer to Rainier 
Park, we were amazed at the 
height of this huge mountain. 
Scientists believe that at one time 
Mt. Rainier was 16,000 feet high 
and that its top was blown off by 
a great explosion in pre-historic 
times. 
Steam 
jets 
and 
warm 
springs testify to inward heat. 
The upper mountain is a broad 
flat area of approximately one 
square mile. The mountain itself 
is 14,408 feet high. 
Throughout the park are sight­ 
seeing points where one may stop 
the car alongside the highway and 
take pictures of Mt. Rainier, the 
gorges, waterfalls, rivers, and for­ 
ests with trees many hundreds of 
years old. As we had binoculars, 
we could plainly see the many 
glaciers on 
the 
mountain. 
Mt. 
Rainier has the largest number of 
glaciers than any other mountain 
in the American continent. We 
were surprised to see the many 
wild flowers blooming at the base 
and sides of this mountain which 
had snow on its peak. We drove 
up 5500 feet to Paradise Inn, a 
lodge and hotel which accommo­ 
dates the sight-seeing tourists in 
the summer, and the skiers in the 


winter. Near where we parked the 
car was a big strip of snow about 
two feet deep, while across the 
parking 
lot 
was 
wild 
flowers 
growing—every color imaginable. 
It was indeed worth the slow drive 
of 18 miles from the entrance of 
the park to the inn at the speed of 
20 miles an hour all the way up, 
to see this mountain and skiing 
resort. 
From Mt. Rainier we continued 
on to Portland, Oregon where we 
spent the night. From Portland we 
drove west to the coast where we 
caught our first glimpse of the 
mighty Pacific, at Seaside, Ore­ 
gon. Many hundreds of people 
were taking advantage of the 
beautiful sunny day by sun bath­ 
ing on the sandy beach and swim­ 
ming in the ocean. At Seaside, we 
viewed many species of live sea 
life in the famous Aquarium, the 
largest privately owned aquarium 
on the Pacific coast. We saw the 
octopus—one very large one and 
three smaller ones, but the most 
interesting was the sea anemones, 
or sea flowers. The display of 
nearly a thousand specimens of 
over twenty-five varieties of these 
flower-like creatures with their 
pastel colors is considered to be 
the most outstanding in the world. 
Scientists and aquarists disagree 
as to how they acquire their beau­ 
tiful coloring. Another interesting 
thing was the “Wolf Eel,” consid­ 
ered so dangerous that fishermen 
are urged to cut their lines if 
they land one on their hook. 
From Seaside we continued up 
the coast to Astoria, Oregon—the 
first American settlement on the 
Pacific Coast and established in 
1811. Here we caught the ferry to 
cross the mouth of the mighty Co­ 
lumbia River. This was a forty- 
minute ride and made doubly in­ 
teresting 
because of the many 
small fishing boats returning from 
their days fishing. We drove off 
the ferry onto Washington state 
soil again and drove to Ocean 
Park where we spent the night. 
Ocean Park is on a giant spit 
which protrudes into the ocean, 
with the Pacific ocean on one side 
and Wallapa Bay on the other. 
This spit is only two miles wide at 
its widest point, but has a beach 
28 miles long and from 300 to 1000 
feet wide when the tide is low. It 
is called the longest hard beach in 
the world. It is on this spit of land 
that produces the most cranber­ 
ries on the Pacific Coast. We slept 
in a motel near the beach and 
went to sleep to the sound of the 
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surf. We were up at 5 a.m. as there j 
was a low tide. We went down to 
the beach where several hundred 
people were digging for the fa­ 
mous Razor Clam. We also watch­ 
ed some surf fishermen fish. Be­ 
tween 
Ocean 
Park 
and 
Long 
Beach—a twelve mile distance— 
there has been 65 ships wrecked, 
from 1888 to 1938. At Cape Dis­ 
appointment, near Long Beach, 
over 200 men lost their lives in a 
storm, hence the name. There are 
many canneries on this spit lor 
oysters, clams, crabs, and fish. In 
1805, Lewis and Clark called this 
spit the end of their trail. 
We left Ocean Park and contin­ 
ued on to Bremerton to rest for 
the week end. Monday found us 
refreshed and ready to tackle oth­ 
er new experiences, so we went for 
the “goeyduck”, a member of the 
clam family and can be dug only 
at extremely low tides. This goey­ 
duck attains the weight of 10 and 
12 pounds, but the ones we dug 
were small, which are better for 
eating. Digging out this goeyduck 
must be done exceedingly fast as 
it is burrowed in the sand and w a­ 
ter seepage is fast. It’s meat is 
ground up and made into patties. 
In only two places in the world 
can ’his goeyduck be found—in 
the Puget Sound area and Aus­ 
tralia. 
Tuesday we set forth to try our 
luck at salmon fishing. We fished 
at a fishing resort at Bald Point 
on Hood Canal. Sport fishing for 
salt water fish is always done 
from a boat, either by trolling, 
mooching, or spinning. We trolled, 
which is keeping the motor at a 
low speed and letting the line out 
from 50 to 100 feet behind the 
boat. Weights from 1 ouoce to 15 
ounces arc used. Plugs, spoons, 
and herring are used for bait. We 
had just one strike and lost it— 
which is the usual fisherman’s 
story returning home empty hand­ 
ed! 
Hood Canal is one of the most 
beautiful bodies of water in the 


Northwest. It is a seventy mile 
arm of the sea and the beautiful 
Olympic Mountains can be seen 
from almost every part of the 40 
mile drive along its shore. Oys­ 
ters, clams and crabs may be 
taken from many of its beaches, 
while in its waters are many va­ 
rieties of fish. On one side of the 
highway is the Canal and on the 
other side are the forests of Doug­ 
las fir, spruce and pines. Christ­ 
mas trees are shipped from this 
section of the Northwest to all 
parts of the United States. 
T h u r s d a y wfe w e r e taken 
through the Puget Sound Naval 
Shipyard. This was a sight never 
to be forgotten. We saw many 
carriers still in mothballs, and saw 
many other ships being converted 
to active service. Seeing these 
giant ships of our navy gave us a 
greater feeling of security. The 
machine shop alone is at least 
three times as large as the shoe 
factory in Sikeston. The ship­ 
yards cover an area of 217 acres 
and is valued at 350 million dol­ 
lars. It has the deepest waters on 
the west coast. 
We have indeed seen many won­ 
derful and interesting things on 
this trip to the Northwest and 
have participated in many new 
and exciting experiences which 
will never be forgotten. 
Saturday, the 29th, we depart 
from this beautiful country for 
Sikeston. At no time since we have 
been here have we suffered from 
heat as the temperature has never 
been above 87 during the days, 
and nights around 55 and 50°. 
We have slept under two blankets 
every night, but we will be happy 
to see all our friends again.

Here we are in the “Great 
Northwest”. Only fifty-three hours 
from St. Louis by train, but what 
a difference in the terrain of the 
country. We were met in Seattle 
by our daughter and her husband, 
Joe and Joyce Rutallie, and were 
taken to dinner at Iver’s Acres of 
Clams, a restaurant specializing in 
sea food and known throughout 
the 
country. 
From 
Iver’s 
we 
boarded the ferry for Bremerton, 
which is an hour ride. These fer­ 
ries which run from Seattle to 
Bremerton 
are 
considered 
the 
fastest and most streamlined fer­ 
ries in the world and are owned 
by the state. As it was night, the 
lights of Seattle, reflected double 
on the waters of Puget Sound, 
made it seem that we were view­ 
ing a giant Christmas display. It 
is a twenty-mile ride and every 
mile was one of beauty. Puget 
Sound is a huge body of water 
that aoounds in salmon, both silver 
and king, sea-run trout, cut-throat 
hook-nose, flounders, sea bass, 
ling cod, and many other salt wa­ 
ter fish. All along the waterfront 
are houses with th^ir.b^g picture 
windows and after seeing the view- 
that this beautiful body of water 
presents, with the ferries making 
their hourly trips, the giant air­ 
craft carriers, battleships, cruis­ 
ers, freighters, and tugs moving 
up or down the Sound to and from 
the Pacific Ocean, we could well 
understand why homes on the 
waterfront are so popular, with 
their own private beaches. 
We were fortunate in having 
the chance to see the Essex, one of 
our largest aircraft carriers, come 
into Puget Sound Naval Shipyard 
from a trial run. It was an awe- 
inspiring sight and one that gave 
confidence to all watching it 
M y daughter and her husband’s 
vacation was planned to begin the 
day 
got there, so Wednesday 
morning we got up bright and 
early and started for Mt. Rainier. 
This mountain may be seen from 
B r e m e r t o n , Seattle, Tacoma, 
Olympia, and many other cities in 
the northwest section of Washing­ 
ton. It reminded us of a huge dish 
of ice cream, Even in the summer 
the top is covered with snow, and 
as we drove nearer to Rainier 
jrarK, we were amazed at the 
height of this huge mountain. 
Scientists believe that at one time 
Mt. Rainier was 16,000 feet high 
and that its top was blown off by 
a great explosion in pre-historic 
times. 
Steam 
jets 
and 
warm 
springs testify to inward heat. 
The upper mountain is a broad 
flat area of approximately one 
square rail®. The mountain itself 
is 14,408 feet high. 
Throughout the park are sight­ 
seeing points where one may stop 
the car alongside the highway and 
take pictures of Mt. Rainier, the 
gorges, waterfalls, rivers, and for­ 
ests with trees many hundreds of 
years old. As we had binoculars 
we could plainly see the many 
glaciers on the mountain. Mt. 
Rainier has the largest number of 
glaciers than any other mountain 
in the American continent. We 
were surprised to see the many 
wild flowers blooming at the base 
and sides of this mountain which 
had snow on its peak. We drove 
up 5500 feet to Paradise Inn, a 
lodge and hotel which accommo­ 
dates the sight-seeing tourists in 
the summer, and the skiers in the 


winter. Near where we parked the 
car was a big strip of snow about 
two feet deep, while across the 
parking 
lot was 
wild 
flowers 
growing—every color imaginable. 
It was indeed worth the slow drive 
of 18 miles from the entrance of 
the park to the inn at the speed of 
20 miles an hour all the way up, 
to see this mountain and skiing 
resort. 
From Mt. Rainier we continued 
on to Portland, Oregon where we 
spent the night. From Portland we 
drove west to the coast where we 
caught our first glimpse of the 
mighty Pad ic, at Seaside, Ore­ 
gon. Many hundreds of people 
were taking advantage of Ute 
beautiful sunny day by sun bath­ 
ing on the sandy beach and swim­ 
ming in the ocean. At Seaside, we 
viewed many species of live sea 
life in the famous Aquarium, the 
largest privately owned aquarium 
on the Pacific coast. We saw the 
octopus—one very large one and 
three smaller ones, but the most 
interesting was the sea anemones, 
or sea flowers. The display of 
nearly a thousand specimens of 
over twenty-five varieties of these 
flower-like creatures with their 
pastel colors is considered to be 
the most outstanding in the world. 
Scientists and aquarists disagree 
as to how they acquire their beau­ 
tiful coloring. Another interesting 
thing was the “Wolf Eel,” consid­ 
ered so dangerous that fishermen 
are urged to cut their lines if 
they land one on their hook. 
From Seaside we continued up 
the coast to Astoria, Oregon—the 
first American settlement on the 
Pacific Coast and established in 
1811. Here we caught the ferry to 
cross the mouth of the mighty Co­ 
lumbia River. This was a forty- 
minute ride and made doubly in­ 
teresting because of the many 
small fishing boats returning from 
their days fishing. We drove off 
the ferry onto Washington state 
soil again and drove to Ocean 
Park where we spent the night. 
Ocean Park is on a giant spit 
which protrudes into the ocean, 
with the Pacific ocean on one side 
and Wallapa Bay on the other. 
This spit is only two miles wide at 
its widest point, but has a beach 
28 miles long and from 300 to 1000 
feet wide when the tide is low. It 
is called the longest hard beach in 
the world. It is on this spit of land 
that produces the most cranber­ 
ries on the Pacific Coast. We slept 
in a motel near the beach and 
went to sleep to the sound of the 


surf. We were up at 5 a.m. as there , 
was a low tide. We went down to 
the beach where several hundred 
people were digging for the fa­ 
mous Razor Clam. We also watch­ 
ed some surf fishermen fish. Be­ 
tween 
Ocean 
Park 
and 
Long 
Beach—a twelve mile distance— 
there has been 65 ships wrecked, 
from 1888 to 1938. At Cape Dis­ 
appointment, near Long Beach, 
over 200 men lost their lives in a 
storm, hence the name. There are 
many canneries on this spit for 
oysters, clams, crabs, and fish. In 
1805, Lewis and Clark called this 
spit the end of their trail. 
We left Ocean Park and contin­ 
ued on to Bremerton to rest for 
the week end. Monday found us 
refreshed and ready to tackle oth­ 
er new experiences, so we went for 
the “goeyduck”, a member of the 
clam family and can be dug only 
at extremely low tides. This goey­ 
duck attains the weight of IO and 
12 pounds, but the ones we dug 
were small, which are better for 
eating. Figging out this goeyduck 
must be done exceedingly fast as 
it is burrowed in the sand and wa­ 
ter seepage is fast. It’s meat is 
ground up and made into patties. 
In only two places in the world 
can this goeyduck be found—in 
the Puget Sound area and Aus­ 
tralia. 
Tuesday we set forth to try our 
luck at salmon fishing. We fished 
at a fishing resort at Bald Point 
on Hood Canal. Sport fishing for 
salt water fish is always done 
from a boat, either by trolling, 
mooching, or spinning. We trolled, 
which is keeping the motor at a 
low speed and letting the line out 
from 50 to IOO feet behind the 
boat. Weights from I ounce to 15 
ounces are used. Plugs, spoons, 
and herring are used for bait. We 
had just one strike and lost it— 
which is the usual fisherman’s 
story returning home empty hand­ 
ed! 
Hood Canal is one of the most 
beautiful bodies of water in the 


Northwest. It is a seventy mile 
arm of the sea and the beautiful 
Olympic Mountains can be seen 
from almost every part of the 40 
mile drive along its shore. Oys­ 
ters, clams and crabs may be 
taken from many of its beaches, 
while in its waters are many va­ 
rieties of fish. On one side of the 
highway is the Canal and on the 
other side are the forests of Doug­ 
las fir, spruce and pines. Christ­ 
mas trees are shipped from this 
section of the Northwest to all 
parts of the United States. 
T h u r s d a y we w e r e taken 
through the Puget Sound Naval 
Shipyard. This was a sight never 
to be forgotten. We saw many 
carriers still in mothballs, and saw 
many other ships being converted 
to active service. Seeing these 
giant ships of our navy gave us a 
greater feeling of security. The 
machine shop alone is at least 
three times as large as the shoe 
factory in Sikeston. The ship­ 
yards cover an area of 217 acres 
and is valued at 350 million dol­ 
lars. It has the deepest waters on 
the west coast. 
We have indeed seen many won­ 
derful and interesting things on 
this trip to the Northwest and 
have participated in many new 
and exciting experiences which 
will nevei: be forgotten. 
Saturday, the 29th, we depart 
from this beautiful country for 
Sikeston. At no time since we have 
been here have we suffered from 
heat as the temperature has never 
been above 87 during the days, 
and nights around 55 and 50°. 
We have slept under two blankets 
every night, but we will be happy 
to see all our friends again.

In response to m any inquiries 
received regarding the possibility 
of a cotton export subsidy on the 
1953 crop. Secretary of Agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson has issued the 
following statem ent: 
“ Several months ago the Depart 
ment was asked what it planned tc 
do with respect to exports subsidies 
on cotton. At that tim e I stated 
th at the Departm ent was not con­ 
sidering an export subsidy and did 
not expec: to put such a program 
into operation in the foreseeable 
future. This would enable U. S 
exporters and foregin im porters a- 
well as the cotton industry gener 
ally, to ^nake plans for a full 
m arketing year. Accordingly, this 
would be the time to announce a 
subsidy for the 1953-54 crop if wc 
were going to have one. 
‘ Since it is our carefully consi 
dered opinion that an export sub 
sidy is not a solution to our cotton 
export problem under present con­ 
dition, I have determ ined that the 
Departm ent of Agriculture will no! 
institute an export subsidy on cot­ 
ton during the ensuing m arket year 
“ I hope that this statem ent fully 
clarifies the D epartm ent s position 
on this m atter and will permit 
sales of cotton for export to be 
m ade in a normal m anner without 
having uncertainties regarding a 
subsidy hanging over the m arket.”

Shiloh, by Shelby Foote 
Shiloh, the city referred to in the 
Bible means “ Place of R est.” The 
shilloh, which is the subject of the 
great historical novel, on the Ten­ 
nessee River near Pittsburg Land­ 
ing—(about 90 miles west of Mem­ 
phis on Hi-way 64), is also a place 
of rest; rest for thousands of Con­ 
federate and Federal Soldiers who 
died in the two day battle fought 
around the little church of Shiloh, 
April 6 and 7th, 1862. This two day 
battle was fought 91 years ago. 
It is one of the most significant 
battles of the War and one of the 
bloodiest. 


After much research, from his­ 
torical records and after many 
hours spent studying the battle 
field—now a national cem etery and 
museum and one of the best of its 
kind—for accuracy in every detail 
as far as humanly possible. Shelby 
Foote has given a word picture 
of this battle in his novel,—Shiloh. 
Students of history know that the 
turning point in the fray was the 
death of Gen. Albert Sidney John­ 
son, who died from the loss of 
blood after a leg wound. There was 
confusion after the general’s death. 
Under his command the Confeder­ 
ates had fought victoriously on the 
first day, but near nightfall he died 
of his wounds. 
Darkness brought an end to the 
fighting that first day. Before dawn 
Gen. Buell poured in thousands of 
fresh Federal Troops across the 
river at the foot of the bluff at 
Pittsburg Landing where 6.000 Fed­ 
eral Troops huddled in close space 
—dem oralized and dism ayed 
To 
escape the rebel bayonet and dead­ 
ly gunfire many had swum across 
the River 
The arrival of Buell 
with Ohio regim ents brought some 
hope in the earlv hours before the 
second day of the desperate fight­ 
ing was resum ed 
During the night an unheralded 
hero 
of 
the 
Confederate 
Army 
pleaded 
with 
his 
superiors 
to 
launch a night attack. He pleaded 


with them to strike while the en­ 
em y was beaten, not to give the 
enem y a chance to re-group nor 
assim ilate reinforcement. General 
N athan B. F orrest’s plan of sur­ 
prise attack was passed by and 
the next day the routed and dis­ 
m ayed Federáis of the first day, 
routed and drove the Confederates 
off the field.

Most farm ers will want to plant 
something that can fill the place 
of wheat as nearly as possible, 
says New M adrid county agent, 
Ronald Tucker. 
Barley will probably com e near­ 
er doing this than any other crop, 
since it can be used for fall, win­ 
ter and spring pasture and still 
furnish a grain crop. While not as 
valuable as wheat for a cash crop, 
barley is not far behind it as a 
grain and nurse crop. 
Where perm anent pasture is need 
ed some of the ground form erly 
in wheat can be seeded to forage 
crops. 
Hay 
or 
em ergency 
hay 
crops can be used by seeding the 
land to red clover either alone or 
with 
oats. 
Lespedeza 
could 
be 
seeded with otas, barley or rye and 
used for hay or pasture. 
The fourth option would be to 
put the land to oats, soybeans or 
corn. The trouble with this plan is 
that corn and soybeans 
are in 
about the sam e surplus condition 
as wheat. Since they also m ight be 
limited by acreage controls this 
fourth option does not appear too 
safe.

Shiloh, by Shelby Foote 
Shiloh, the city referred to in the 
Bible means “ Place of Rest.” The 
shilloh, which is the subject of the 
great historical novel, on the Ten­ 
nessee River near Pittsburg Land­ 
ing—(about 90 miles west of M em­ 
phis on Hi-way 64), is also a place 
of rest; rest for thousands of Con­ 
federate and Federal Soldiers who 
died in the two day battle fought 
around the little church of Shiloh. 
April 6 and 7th, 1862. This two day 
battle was fought 91 years ago. 
It is one of the most significant 
battles of the War and one of the 
bloodiest. 


After much research, from his­ 
torical 
records and after m any 
hours spent studying the battle 
field—now a national cem etery and 
museum and one of the best of its 
kind—for accuracy in every detail 
as far as humanly possible. Shelby 
Foote has given a word picture 
of this battle in his novel,—Shiloh. 
Students of history know that the 
turning point in the fray was the 
death of Gen. Albert Sidney John­ 
son, who died from the loss of 
blood after a leg wound. There was 
confusion after the general’s death. 
Under his command the Confeder­ 
ates had fought victoriously on the 
first day, but near nightfall he died 
of his wounds. 
Darkness brought an end to the 
fighting that first day. Before dawn 
Gen. Buell poured in thousands of 
fresh Federal Troops across the 
river at the foot of the bluff at 
Pittsburg Landing where 6,000 Fed­

The arrival of Buell 
with Ohio regim ents brought some 
hope in the earlv hours before the 
second day of the desperate fight­

During the night an unheralded

with

launch a night attack. Ile pleaded 


with them to strike while the en­ 
em y was beaten, not to give the 
enem y a chance to re-group nor 
assim ilate reinforcem ent. G eneral 
N athan B. F orrest’s plan of sur­ 
prise attack was passed by and 
the next day the routed and dis­ 
m ayed Federals of the first day, 
routed and drove the Confederates 
off the field.
